DR. JOHN H. KENNERLY DEAD 
AT ST. PETERSBURG, FLA. 


Dean Emeritus of W. U. Dental 
School Retired From Active 
Duty Four Years Ago. 

Dr. John H. Kennerly, dean 
emeritus of the Washington Uni- 
versity Dental School, died Friday 
morning at St. Petersburg, Fla., 
according to a dispatch received at 
the University Jast night. He was 
69 years old. Death was due to 
infirmities of age, it was reported. 

Dr. Kennerly recired from the 
university staff four years ago: He 
had been dean of the denta! school 
since’ 1901.

THE ALUMINUM TANGLE. 


The testimony of Francis A. Walker, chief econo- 
mist of the Federal Trade Commission, at the Senate 


| Judiciary Committee’s aluminum inquiry aggravates 
the embarrassment of both the Department of Justice 


and the Federal Trade Commission. 


The purpose of this inquiry is to find out why | 
the Department of Justice, under Attorney-General 
Sargent, has not prosecuted the Aluminum Co. of 
America for violating a Federal Court’s decree—a 
duty bequeathed to it by dormer Attorney-General 


Stone, whom Mr. Sargent succeeded. 


The inquiry has revealed that Attorney-General 
Sargent left this case to a subordinate, has per 
sonally taken no interest in ft, and is blandly con- 
tented in his Denby-like ignorance. The subordi- | 
| nate, Col. Donovan, who has been in charge of the| 


matter, has insisted vehemently that the Depart- 


/ment of Justice has been diligently and competently 
| performing its duty in this instance and that its 
investigation, up to the present, has developed no 


evidence of the company’s guilt. 


Meantime the Federal Trade Commission had con- 
ducted a searching investigation of the company | 
but had refused to turn over its findings to the, 
Department of Justice on the ground that the in- | 


formation in {its possession was confidential. 


Mr. Walker, who supervised the commission’s {n- | 
restigation, flatly contradicts that statement. He 
'testified that none of the data had been received 
as confidential “in the sense that they would not 
be used as the interests of the public might demand.” | 
* © © He further testified that it would not have | 


taken the Department of Justice more than a few 
hours to decide that the commission’s report made 
out a prima facie case of decree violation by the 
Aluminum Co. of America. 

Unless refuted Mr. Walker's testimony leaves the 
Federal Trade Commission to explain {ts error fn 
assuming that this information was confidential. 


It also leaves the Department of Justice to explain | 


what efforts, if any, it made to persuade the Federal 


Trade Commission that, in refusing to furnish this | 
information to the Department of Justice, it was_ 
obviously flouting sound public policy and in effect! 


was shielding a law violator from prosecution.

According to the Kennett, Mo., News, what 
is called in our Mid-Western folk lore a 
panther was killed in Pemiscot County, Mo.. 
this winter. The skin of the animal, which 
measured 10 feet from the end of its tail 
to the tip of its nose, was on exhibition last 
week in Kennett. The News says it cannot 
recall when another panther was killed in 
the State, though they were not unknown 


in early days. This one was treed by dogs, 


and was shot by a wildcat hunter. The 
panther is the puma or mountain lion, spec!- 


mens of which may be seen in the local zoo. 
Its name struck terror to early comers in 
the Mississippi Valley, though there is un- 
likely an authenticated tnstance tn which it 
ever killed anyone. Audubon, the natural- 
ist, found that a fox terrier could put a 
mountain lion into a tree, probably the 
greatest surprise a fox terrier ever experi- 
enced—certainly a knockout for the legen- 
dary man-eating ascribed to this great cat. 
Buffalo Jones made a practice of treeing 
he puma with dogs and then pulling it 
out of the tree with a lariat. He usually 
had one tied up at his camp on the rim of 
the Grand Canyon. Government trappers 
are fast thinning the puma out. The crea- 
ture is too fond of stock, and it is not an 
unusual thing for one of the trappers sent 
Out by the Biological Survey to bag 20 or 
30 pumas in a single winter. The range of 
the puma was in former times pretty much 
ail over the country, though its natural 
home was the Rockies and it likely pene- 
trated sparingly into the states of the East- 
ern seaboard. It had been thought to have 
disappeared from Missouri. Perhaps this 
was the lastone. A 10-foot puma would be 


a full-grown male.

The writer has always enjoyed the facile 
pen of Richard Stokes,thé arbitrar elegan- 
tum of your dramatic page, although he sel- 
dom agrees with him. He (Stokes) recalls 
that pert observation on Lord Macaulay in 
Blackwoods of 1856, “Everybody reads, 
everybody admires, but nobody believes in 
Macaulay.” For the past two Sundays, 
Richard has sought to convince us pro- 
fanum vulgus that the psychology and pas- 
sion of the Miracle should have been tinted 
a lively purple tnstead of drab gray. It is 
historically inacurate, he quite properly ob- 
serves, since there was nothing dour or 
puritanical about the Middle Ages. As Dr. 
L. P. Jacks, principal of Manchester Col- 
lege, Oxford, put it, mediaeval Christianity 
possessed a genuine “radiance.” It was an 
age when the cathedral was not only a 
house of prayer, but the town meeting hall, 
its art gallery, its post-graduate school of 
fine craftmanship and its theater as well. 
Lope de Vega its alleged to have written 
over 15009 religious plays alone. 

Still, from an unexpurgated edition of 
Boccaccio’s Decameron, we recall] the story 
of the fair daughter of the Emir who was 
betrothed to the Sultan. Shipwrecked on 
the shores of Italy, the beautiful young 
lady fel] into the power of a robber baron. 
He, in turn, was murdered by his brother 
who coveted the ravishing damsel. The 
brother was assassinated by a Prince, and 
thus her fatal] beauty was a sadistic of frac- 
tricide, patricide, regicide, revolution and 
what not. After annexing eight or 10 hus- 
bands by violence (I forget the number) 
the innocent and unfortunate Princess fin- 
ally was pawned to a rich merchant, who in 
turn presented her back to her father. The 
father, wise as Emirs were supposed to be 
in those days, immediately hustled her off 
to the Sultan, who ignorant of her unfor- 
tunate past, cherished her both for her 
beauty and virginity. Thus, observed Boc- 
caccio, in the lewdly coarse vernacular of 
the fourteenth century. you can’t keep a 
good lady down. Frankly, Vol!lmoeller could 
be accused of lifting the base of the plot of 
the Miracle from this story in the 
Decameron. Yet, the plot was as hack- 
neyed in 1350 as it ts in 1925. “It's 
the woman that pays. and pays and pays’ 
in the argot of melodrama: still, Boccaccio. 
Vollmoeller and Brother Stokes, seem to 
find enough smal! change in her moral 
bank account to grant her a finis of grace 
and happiness. The only difference tn the 
same conclusion is that Vollmoeller thinks 
she pays too little, Stokes—too much, while 
Boccaccio felt she got a kick out of it while 
spending.

On January 30, 1915, Col. House sailed for Europe on what he calls 
“The Great Adventure.” Already on terms of intimacy with the lead- 
ing men of Europe he went again to press a plan for peace in a world 
full of war. Before King, Kaiser, President and Prime Ministers, 
this simple American made his plea and he never failed to create a 
deep impression. 


Each night he made his entries in his diary and it is these entries, 
with the necessary illuminating comment, which make up the serial. 


He tells of his conference with King George of England, President 
Poincare of France, Lloyd George, Asquith, Grey of Falloden, Briand, 
Kitchener, Von Jagow, Zimmermann and other rulers of nations.

An exhibition ef anctent textiles 
known as Coptic tapestries has, 
been installed in Gallery 25 at the 


City Art Musenm, {In Forest Park, 
where {it will remain until Febru- 


The Copts were the early native 
Christians ef Egypt and because of 
persecutions and the fact that they 
were foreed to held tagrether 
against European nations in Egypt 
for conquest, intermarriage was 
avoided and they are now racially 
the purest representatives ef the 
ancient Egyptians. 

Because of the religious fervor 
ef the Copts the product ef their 
looms, instead ef woven garments 
for nobles ef Egypt and subse- 
quently their Greek Roman 


did weave tunics for the wealthy 
the patterns fer shoulder bands, 
sleeve bands and medallions were 
saints, aposties and the Madonna, 
in bues of the famous Tyrian pur- 
ple, rich emerald green, gold, rose 
and ocernlean against woe] and 
linen backgrounds. 
Sometimes Christian metifs are 
curiously mingied with patterns 
that are directly derived from 
Greek, ancient Egyptians, Byzan- 
tine and Persian designs. 
Coptic tapestries are very rare 
and it ts only fragments which 
have survived. The fragments on 
view at the Museum comprise a 
large and remarkable callection of 
rondeis, banda, straps and woven 
cloth of wool and linen, wool em- 
broidered, principally from the 
first to the fourth century; there 
are a few fragments ef Egyptian 
textiles dating back to 600 B. C 
and also two pieces of painted: 
shrouds that are quite typical and 
interesting. 
The collection has been previ- 
ously shown by Louis C. Tiffany of 
New York City at the Tiffany Stu- 
dios. It ts one of the most itm- 
portant collections ever displayed 
in America and is perhaps sur- 
passed by but few of the American 
Museums in regard to diversity, 
number and charm of color and 
design. |

HEN Austen Cham- 
berlain, Foreign 
Secretary in the 
British Cabinet 
knelt before King 
George V at Buck- 
ingham Palace on 
the first of Jast 
December and arose 
Str Austen Cham- 
berlain, Knight- 
Companion of the 
Garter, there occurred one of those curious 
survivals in the British state of medieval 
times. But how twisted from its original 
significance! The first Knights of the Gar- 
ter were chosen by King Edward III in the

Qriginaily bestdes the sovereign and his 
25 knighta of the Garter there were to be 
stationed at Windsor 26 priests to pray for 
the souls of these, and offer masses to the 
end of their Heavenly reware; while there 
was also igstituted an order of “The Poor 
Knights of Windsor,” whose duty it was to 
continually go to church to pray for the 
souls of the Garter Knixhts, both living and 
dead For every day they attended service 
in the chapel they were to receive 12 pence 
each with an honorarium of 490 shillings a 
year. They disappeared in the parlous times 
of the Reformation and as ‘‘Poor Knights of 
Windsor’ have not been heard from since 

After the time of Henry .VIII_ the 
religious significance went largely out of 
the order.

Their 
leader got into our boat and wanted to know 
all that had happened to the mounted 
band of “hung hutzes’’ during the past 
weeks. He was elated when he learned who 
I was, and how I had been captured, and 
declared that a ransom of not less than 
$100,000 must be demanded. This man's 
name was Shuang Shan and he was a fa- 
mous bandit captain, I was told by one of 
the men alitting near me. Shuang Shan 
carried both a rifle and a big Mauser pistol. 
His smoothly-shaven head was large and 
round, and his widely-set eyes protruded. He 
talked incessantly in a shrill, high-pitched 
voice which had a very disagreeable effect 
upon me. His laugh resounded to the skies 
and so strangely that even his friends 
laughed in turn at him. Little did I then 
realize the part he was to play in my Iife 
during the nine weeks to come. 


E MUST have floated downstream 40 

miles in about eight hours. The 

stream was very tortuous, and com- 
pletely hidden by tall grass and rushes. 

Shuang Shan raised his rifle and fired 
into the air. Ten seconds later a shot rang 
out in reply. Down the stream 30 or more 
armed men atood on the right bank, 

A middle-aged bandit with a long black 
up-turned mustache advanced to meet ua. 
When I stepped ashore, he pointed bis re- 
volver at my head and, giving a frightful 
roar, commanded me to march ahead. The 
path led to a roofless fort. We passed 
through the entrance, and after following a 
crooked alleyway came out through the back 
entrance onto the bank of a large pond. At 
the edge of thia pond lay a “junk’’ about 60 
feet tong, with a lowered mast. The pond 
was connected with the little stream we 
had just left by a narrow strip of water 
that ran around the fort. 

I waa ordered aboard this junk and into 
eight feet square,

But perhaps he did not 
understand the things that we have been 
saying about him.’ 

I must have gone to sleep again for the 
next thing I knew, someone was poking me 
and ordering me to get up and go out for my 
breakfast. To my great surprise our boat 
was in the same position that it had been 
the night before, and we had not moved at 
all.

HE bandits were squatting or sitting 

{in small groups around large wood- 

en pans of corn, already eating. 
My guide found me a piece of stove 
wood for a stool, and took me fo join a 
group of four bandits. Among these 
Was the one with the flowing mustache, 
who, the previous afternoon, with drawn 
pistol, had met me at the landing. In 
contrast with his flerce command and de- 
meanor at that time, he was this morning, 
quiet and cordial. He was called Jih Pen 
Ssu. These words in Chinese mean, “Man 
from Japan,’’ but Jih Pen Ssu explained 
that he was not a Japanese but Chinese. 


Jib Pen Ssu’s three comrades were men 
of middie age like himseif. He told me 
that he was 43 years old Il was therefore 
his ‘‘elder brother." But one of the men, 
whom he called Kao Li because he was a 
KCorean, was 47, and therefore the “elder 
bryuther” to us both. In fact he was the 
oldest bandit in the organization. Kao Li 
waa larger than most of the Chinese at the 
fort. His high cheek bones and serious mien 
partiy prociaimed his place of birth. He 
epoke Chinese fairly well but with a jerks 
accent. I Iliked him from the first, and 
learned to like him more and more as the 
days went by. 

Hai Feng came over to greet me and said 
that I was especially honored to he invited 
to eat with Jih Pen Ssu for he was the hon- 
Orary commander of the “hung hutzes,” and 
also held the rank of captain with them. 


I was not ordered back to the boat after 
breakfast so I chatted with the men. Two 
bandits carrying their rifles went to the 
junk, and Jet out the aix Chinvse prisoners. 
They looked disreputable. They were raven- 
ously hungry with the exception of one man 
who ate slowly and with no apparent inter. 
est in his food. He was hoilow-eyed and 
sunken-faced. In contrast with the other 
lve captives, he looked like a refined and 
intellectual man His superiority was ap- 
parently recognized by the bandits for I 
heard one of them address him as Mr. Ch'u. 

When the six captives had eaten all of 
the corn in the bucket, they were escorted 
back to their pen in the junk. The three 
boys, the cook and hia assistants then ate 
Including me, there were 13 captives in all, 
I counted the bandits and found that there 
were 45 of them 


HE fort was bulit in the form of an Ir- 
reguiar rectangle, approximately 100 
feet long by 40 feet wide. Its wall of 
sod was about eight feet high and three feet 
thick, and had loopholes at frequent inter- 
vals. Two armed bandits waiked back and 
forth on top of the wall. In one corner of 
the fort three enormous cast-iron cauldrons
